was a back problem was actually cancer. 

What was even worse, she says, was to find 
that it was a cancer almost nobody had heard 
about. 

“When they told me I had multiple myeloma, 
both my husband and I said, ‘What?” she recalls. 

Multiple myeloma, also known as plasma cell 
myeloma, is a cancer of the bone marrow caused 
by the uncontrolled growth of plasma cells pro- 
duced within the bone marrow. 

The cause is unknown, and there is currently 
no cure for it, but the symptoms are exactly what 
Shea, who is head librarian at St. John’s Prep in 
Danvers, began experiencing last December. “I 
thought I had a back problem,” she says, “but by 
the middle of December I couldn’t walk, and I 
had to be taken out in an ambulance.” 

She is back to work, after one treatment called 
a peripheral blood stem cell transplant and more 
standard chemotherapy. She also suffers from 
compressed vertebrae, since another symptom of 
the disease is weakened bone tissue. She also suf:

But she says even though there is currently no 
cure, she remains hopeful, and is trying her best 
to promote awareness and research about the 
disease 


“Everybody knows about breast cancer and 
prostate cancer,” she says, “but hardly anybody 
knows about this.” 

She is clearly having an impact, however. The

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Senate may increase penalties for debit-card theft

A crook can steal 
just as much by illegal- 
ly using someone else’s | 
debit card as he can by [ 
using a stolen credit f 
card. Just ask an f 
unlucky Pleasant 
Street resident. a 

According to police, 
this resident last 
Wednesday _ reported 
that his or her debit 
card number had been 
used illegally to run up 
more than $2,380 in 
charges at a Danny’s Shoes and possibly 
other stores in Brooklyn, N.Y. 

While Andover Sgt. Harry Collins say 
police could try to make a charge of larceny 
by false pretenses stick if they caught the cul- 
prit, Andover state Senator Sue Tucker says 
state law currently has no penalty specifical- 
ly for the fraudulent use of a debit card. 

The existing state law only applies to 
credit cards. 

That’s why the state senate is considering 
a law that would punish people who steal or 
fraudulently use debit cards with the same 
fines and imprisonment presently facing 
those who illegally take or use credit cards. 

Officials feel it’s time both cards were 
treated the same way. 

“This is actually a technical bill to 
include debit card thefts in the laws with 
credit card thefts,” says Tucker, a co-spon- 
sor of the bill. 

But, while the state’s elected officials look 
to close law book loopholes, many officers 
Say the real problem is that even the exist- 
ing laws for credit cards carry too little bite. 

“With credit card thefts, there’s not that 
much to it,” says Andover Detective 
Sergeant Don Pattullo, the head of 
Andover’s detective division. 

According to police, stealing a TV can 
carry more jail time than taking a card that 
could be used to illegally purchase dozens of 
TVs.

If a person steals something val- 
ued at more than $250, state law 
allows the person to be put away for 
up to five years, say police.

jail.

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Under the new law, debit card 
theft and illegal use would be treated 
the same way as a credit-card theft. 

“What has to be done is the laws 
have to be changed,” Pattullo said 
last month, regarding credit card 
thefts.

No lawsuit is pending. No order to stand 
outside in the cold.

Just a friendly nudge. You don’t have to 
quit for a year.

Anachronism or not, it’s heartening that 
the Smokeout has actually survived for 


more than two decades. Because, in spite of 


the seriousness of the issue, it would really 
be a shame not to see the humor in the clas- 
sic hypocrisy with which Americans relate 
to tobacco. 

With one hand, the government subsi- 
dizes tobacco farmers. With the other, it 
slams the industry with lawsuits and 
chides those who smoke. 

On the one hand, Vice President Al Gore 
accepts money from tobacco interests, 
While on the other he gets choked up 
telling the story of a family member dying 
of lung cancer. 

Our own congressman, Marty Meehan, 
levels invective at the tobacco industry, 
but somehow doesn’t feel strongly enough 
about the issue to introduce legislation to 
make it an illegal drug. 

The rest of us are just as bad. Nobody 
with half a brain ever believed tobacco 
executives when they denied before Con- 
gress that their products were harmful. Yet 
we all profess horror when some docu- 
mented proof of those lies is produced. 

Clearly, we can’t make up our minds 
about cigarettes. 

So from this corner, we believe the 
Smokeout concept has at least one thing 
right: Persuasion is better than force.

he wasn’t very motivated either. He 
was coasting through school. And he 
didn’t like the teacher he had in this 
particular course. She didn’t appreci- 
ate his personality or his sense of 
humor. She wouldn’t cut him a break 
when he had other stuff to do and 
couldn’t get that night’s homework 
done. And at the end of the term, she 
didn’t cut him a break either. 

He couldn’t believe it. He’d never 
failed a course. He went in to talk to 
her. He figured he could charm his 
way to at least a D. Or maybe make 
her feel sorry for him. 

Not a chance. “I can still remem- 
ber her fist coming down on the 
desk,” he said, slamming his own fist 
down on the lectern. 

“You flunked,” she told him, and 
then, just for good measure, “I didn’t 
do it. YOU did it. YOU flunked.”

Holes in Nickel

Editor, Townsman: 

I am delighted that Thomas 
Favinger, of Nickel Hill Energy, 
found the time to respond to my let- 
ters concerning the proposed 750- 
megawatt power plant his employer 
seeks to build in Dracut. 

I note as an initial matter that 
Favinger has not challenged a single 
specific factual assertion from any of 
my letters. That is because the facts 
are undeniable. He cannot deny the 
major inconsistencies between Nick- 
el Hill’s Draft Environmental Impact 
Report and its Air Permit Applica- 
tion. 

He has actually conceded in testi- 
mony before the Energy Facilities 
Siting Board that Nickel Hill refuses 
to guarantee that the proposed power 
plant will be natural-gas fired, 
notwithstanding the fact that all of its 
alleged support from environmental 
groups and the town of Dracut is 
premised on the use of natural gas 
fuel at the plant. 

He also cannot deny that Nickel 
Hill’s air pollution estimates have 
been downwardly adjusted based on 
dubiously “refined” calculations of 
plant start-up and shutdowns, the 
number of which Nickel Hill has 
inconsistently suggested remains 
uncertain as Nickel Hill cannot even 
say for certain how many hours the 
plant will operate on an annual basis. 

As another Andover resident has 
noted in this paper, Nickel Hill has 
obviously “cooked the books” in its 
pollution estimates. Yet, I have seen 
no denials from Favinger regarding 
any of the above. 

As for ScoNox technology, even 
Favinger cannot deny that such tech- 
nology is currently on line in smaller 
plants and that it has recently. been 
permitted for use in a generator of 
equivalent size and scope as the pro- 
posed Nickel Hill project.

and tests adequately measured my intelli- 
gence. We all know better than that today.” 

And 25 years after that, I suspect he would 
not have been as successful as he actually 
became, and would still be trying to blame 
everybody else for his own failures. 

Yes, of course times change. Of course 
what worked with adolescents 50 years ago 
doesn’t necessarily work today. And per- 
haps, given how sensitive we all are to vari- 
ous words, we need to find an alternative to 
the word “blame.” Maybe we should call it 
“logical consequences,” or something simi- 
lar that my friends with masters degrees in 
social work would endorse. 

But at times like this, I’m still convinced 
that the blame game, while it can be abused 
and misused, is not always a bad thing. More 
than that, there is ample evidence that those 
who talk about how horrible it is actually 
love to play it themselves. 

First, try reversing the phrase. Call it the 
“credit game.” Think about what happens 
when student test scores improve, or are out- 
standing, in a particular school system. You 
can practically get killed by the rush of peo- 
ple all clamoring to claim credit for it. 

Shouldn’t those same people be willing to 
accept the “credit” if the scores are lousy? 
Like the old cliche says, “Success has many 
parents, but failure is an orphan.” 

Second, listen to those who complain 
about teachers, administrators and students 
being held accountable for poor scores. They 
blame the governor, the state Department of 
Education and anybody else who favors 
MCAS for “wasting money” on a “meaning- 
less” test.

Third, it is great to succeed. But it is not 
always a bad thing to fail, because failure 
can be a great teacher. 

It can teach kids to realize that everybody 
and everything will not always adapt to 
them, and that to succeed, they may have to 
adapt their learning style to that of a larger 
group — even to a teacher. They used to call 
that “preparing students for real life.”

Perhaps, but that is also 
real life. 

It can teach them that failure doesn’t have 
to be ultimate failure.

Here’s to those who say there is a lot of 
work to do, and that these standards will not 
be lowered. If it takes a bit of the blame game 
to get it done, so be it.

Gov. Paul Cellucci, who received a 
warm welcome at South School Fri- 
day, was criticized yesterday for 
vetoing $94 million of the state’s edu- 
cation budget. 

On Tuesday, Cellucci vetoed $250 
million of the Legislature’s $20.9-bil- 


lion budget, $245 million of which 
was set aside for state education 
reform. 

Of the education-related vetoes, 
Cellucci eliminated $10.1 million in 
early childhood education grants, 
and $3 million for expanding kinder- 
garten programs. 


Many of his vetoes were expected 
to be overridden by the Legislature 
after Townsman press time Wednes- 
day, before lawmakers adjourned for 
the year. 

State Sen. Sue Tucker, D-Andover, 
says that if Legislators do not over- 
ride the veto, Andover would receive 
$140,000 less than expected 
in the next fiscal year for 
education from the state. 
Under the Legislature’s 
budget, Andover would 
receive .an_ additional 
$830,000 in state aid, Tuck- 
er says. 

“Tm disappointed in the 
governor, because I don’t 
think it was necessary to 
renege on education 
reform to cut taxes signifi- 
cantly,” she says. 

Before the Senate con- 
vened Wednesday, Tucker 
told the Townsman she 
could not predict how 
many of Cellucci’s vetoes 
would carry, but she 
expected the Legislature to 
override some that would 
restore some money to the 
education budget.

wealth today to make significant tax cuts and 
maintain a commitment to public schools,” 
Tucker says. 

Tucker also visited South School and a 
reception following the governor’s address 
Friday. ; 

During his visit, Cellucci addressed stu- 
dents and staff about the importance of char- 
acter education and job skills necessary in 
today’s market. 

“(Employers) need workers with skills 
who know math and science,” he told stu- 
dents, and cited companies such as Cisco, 
which plans to expand in the area. 

He told elementary school students that 
scientists employed by companies like 
Amgen in Cambridge make an average salary 
of $70,000 a year. 

“That’s a lot of money,” he told students. 

Tucker agreed yesterday that the need for 
a skilled work force is the No. 1 problem she 
hears about from local business leaders. 

“Common sense tells me that is directly 
tied to the quality of our education,” Tucker 
says. 

Cellucci said after his address Friday that 
he planned to maintain last year’s education 
budget, and would consider examining the 
formula that determines how much state aid 
is distributed to each town. 

“Because of high growth of student popula- 
tions in a number of communities, the formu- 
la is not fair,” he said. 

Cellucci’s educational agenda includes 
grading schools based on MCAS scores, test- 
ing teachers, character education, hiring 
more teachers, requiring school uniforms, 
lifting the cap on the number of allowed char- 
ter schools, and spending education money 
“directly in the classroom,” he said. 

Because his visit was in honor of Family 
Literacy Month, Cellucci donated a copy of 
Dr. Seuss’ Green Eggs and Ham to the South 
School Library.

Sn 
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Powder Mill Square may 
need variance, officials say 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

As the proposed Powder Mill Square 
housing/medical office project approaches 
closure of a public hearing, the possibility 
that the plan will require a variance from 
the zoning bylaw has reared its head. 

The public hearing before the Conserva- 
tion Commission meeting Tuesday was con- 
tinued to Dec. 7 to allow Inspector of Build- 
ings Kaija Gilmore to research what she 
believes is a conflict between building code 
and local zoning bylaws. 

The zoning bylaws would require the 
building to be waterproof, while the building 
code would require the building to be flood 
proof. While a waterproof structure does not 
allow water to enter, a flood-proof structure 
allows water to flow through it in order to 
keep pressure from building up inside it, 
says Gilmore. 

She called the problem a “regulatory con- 
flict,” and told ConsCom members she need- 
ed to seek advice from Town Counsel 
Thomas Urbelis and state officials about the 
issue. 

“I believe there is a variance to be 
sought,” she says, but plans to seek advice 
on the issue. Pe 

Developer Thomas Laudani of Northpoint 
Realty said he was upset about the finding, 
saying his consultants determined seven 
months ago that the only zoning variance 


required was a height variance, which they 
have obtained. 

“To be facing this now is very unusual,” 
he said. 

Some might say there are many things 
about the project which are unusual. 

The combination residence and medical 
office building would be built over the flood 
plain of the Shawsheen River, and would 
include a parking garage, the bottom floor of 
which would be designed to flood in large 
storms. 

Meanwhile, Laudani said he is “strongly 
considering” changing the plan from a con- 
dominium complex to an apartment com- 
plex, after local planners said they needed to 
increase the rental market in town. The 
move would also require the complex to 
include more affordable units. 

Town bylaws require that condominium 
developments sell 15 percent of their units at 
affordable prices, and apartment buildings 
rent 20 percent of their units at affordable 
prices. 

Laudani said he is willing to work with 
the town to help solve the lack of affordable 
housing. 

“It’s a much longer-term program for us,” 
he said, but since his company would be 
involved with the medical office building as 
a long-term project as well, he felt a responsi- 
bility to provide more affordable units.

the area from four nights to two weeks. 

“From our perspective, Hawthorn 
Suites is the type of product that is miss- 
ing from the Andover area,” says Ter- 
ence Flahive, president of Princeton 
Properties, which runs Hawthorn Suites 
and other properties. 

Already operating in the River Road 
area are the Wyndham Hotel (formerly 
the Marriot), a “full-service” hotel with 
293 rooms plus bars and restaurants; the 
Andover Courtyard (also formerly the 
Marriott), with 146 rooms; and the Tage 
Inn with 181 rooms; the three collectively 
offer 620 rooms. 

The three proposed hotels eligible to 
begin construction are all “limited- 
use/extended-stay” hotels designed for 
business travelers. They won't have 
restaurants or bars (which are not 
allowed in the industrial zones of the 
River Road area), but have suitelike 
rooms with desks, kitchenettes, meeting 
areas and wiring for Internet. 

Hawthorn Suites, which opened a 
branch in Chelmsford in April, is expect- 
ed to open in Andover in February 2000 
at 4 Riverside Drive, in back of Doyle 
Lumber. 

The town approved a similar hotel 
project for 126 rooms originally proposed 
as Microtel. According to developer 
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Steve Stapinski, of Andover, owner of 
Merrimack Engineering Services and 
head of the local Chamber of Commerce, 
the project may be built under another 
name, but its size and scope would not 
change. 

Also permitted to begin construction 
is Staybridge Suites slated for Technolo- 
gy Drive (off River Road). 

Staybridge Suites was originally pro- 
posed as a Summerfield Suites hotel of 
133 rooms. The project changed hands, 
but will still be developed by Boston 
Properties. 

In additions, two new ‘projects for the 
River Road area have been proposed to 
planners, a Spring Hill hotel, and a Resi- 
dence Inn. 

Andover Planning Director Steve 
Colyer says even more projects are lin- 
ing up, waiting for others to fail so they 
can pick up where the last one left off. 

Meanwhile office parks in Tewksbury 
are spawning the same type of struc- 
tures. Tewksbury planner Sean Sullivan 
says a Days Inn is proposed for the area 
near East Street and Dascomb Road, and 
a hotel proposal from Extended Stay 
America in the Ames Pond corporate 
area is pending before the Tewksbury 
Conservation Commission. 

“Tt further shows that our location off 
the interstate is a valuable asset to the 
town,” Sullivan says. 

However, it is not at all certain that all 
those proposals will get off the drawing 
board.

Rachel Roginsky, principal of Pinna- 
cle Advisory Group of Boston, a firm that 
conducts studies for developers propos- 
ing hotels, cautions that just because a 
developer has obtained permits for con- 
struction doesn’t mean it has the money 
to build. 

“As a national rule, the hotel industry 
is over-built. It’s very difficult to get 
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funding to build a hotel except from 
(local) banks,” she says. 

Building anything in the Northeast is 
also a challenge, Roginsky says, due to 
high land and construction costs, and a 
permit approval process that can last two 
to three years. 

Her company is hired to research 
hotel proposals across the country, she 
Says, and often must report to developers 
that a project should not go forward. 

But not in every case. Pinnacle 
advised Princeton Properties last year to 
go forward with the Hawthorn Suites 
project now under construction, Rogin- 
sky says. 

But the company’s analysis is a com- 
bination of information about supply 
and demand in the area, and projections 
about a market that is not really pre- 
dictable. 

“Nobody foresaw the downturn in the 
economy in 1991, and now were Operat- 
ing at the opposite end of the spectrum. 
It’s projection, and you have to work 
with the data you have. We can tell you 
to build a McDonald’s on the corner, but 
that doesn’t mean someone won't build a 
Burger King across the street,” she says. 

Flahive says that considering the 
number of proposals on the table today, 
he would think twice about developing a 
hotel today, despite the fact that even 
similar projects, like Microtel, would 
serve similar, but less upscale, clientele 
to Hawthorn Suites. Construction of

Hawthorn Suites is tagged at $7.6 million, 
according to Princeton Properties. 

“The bigger question is ‘How many rooms 
can the market handle?’ We're looking at our- 
selves specifically as a greater-Andover area 
hotel servicing a 10-mile radius,” Flahive says. 

Colyer says he doesn’t see activity in the 
River Road area dying down anytime soon. If 
anything, it’s just the beginning of economic 
development in the industrial neighborhood he 
once called “a sleeping giant.” 

“There’s still room out there. It’s like an eco- 
nomic gold mine,” Colyer says. 

The area is ripe for development due to fore- 
thought of planners 40 years ago who asked the 
town to zone the area industrial when routes 93 
and 495 came to town. Highways combined 
with infrastructure like sewer lines means that 
it is unlikely the area will quiet down. 

“Even after build out it could still be 
vibrant. It’s probably never going to be static, 
there’s so much going on out there,” Colyer

get the word around town that you plan to 
enforce the law!” 

The Junior Operator’s Law was enacted 
Nov. 4, 1998. It bans young motorists from dri- 
ving with just their peers as passengers during 
the first six months they have their license. 

The Townsman reported that. many 
Andover youths are ignoring the law, in large 
part because some parents are telling them it’s 
OK for them to car pool with their friends. 

The article also noted that some police offi- 
cers say they issue only verbal warnings to 
youth caught breaking the law. 

That may no longer be the case. Andover 
police will be enforcing the Junior Operator’s 
Law, which means youth caught driving oth- 
ers illegally will face a fine and could lose their 
license for 30 days, says Pattullo. He says the 
department had a roll-call training session 
focusing on the law in July, and another one 
during the past two weeks. 

Young drivers aged 16 to 18 suffer the same 
high rate of accidents as drivers aged 75 and 
older, says Pattullo. “Parents should look at 
this law as an opportunity to get their kids 
experience driving without distractions,” he 
says. 


Kids and drinking 

Both Pattullo and Bach say their depart- 
ments also.have a zero-tolerance policy regard- 
ing student drinking. 

Bach emphasizes that a comment from the 
schools’ health director, David Nichols, should 
not be misinterpreted as a sign the schools are 
saying it’s OK for kids to drink. 

“Schools teach kids to obey the laws and 
respect the laws,” says Bach. 

Nichols had told the Townsman he’s con- 
cerned the Junior Operator’s Law might harm 
the progress Andover has made in getting kids 
to use designated drivers. In the most recent 
Youth Risk Behavior Survey, only 24 percent of 
Andover High kids reported driving, during the 
previous 30 days, with someone who had been 
drinking alcohol. The state average was 35 per- 
cent. 

“Although we obviously don’t condone 
drinking alcohol, we want those kids who do to 
have designated drivers,” said Nichols two 
weeks ago. “This law prevents that because they

says. 

The combination of businesses in the area, 
including manufacturers and research and 
development operations “sort of established its 
own equilibrium,” Colyer says.

can’t drive with their friends. So I can’t endorse 
that law.” 

“As superintendent I say the law is the law 
and of course we support the law. It is illegal for 
students and any person under 21 to be drink- 
ing,” says Bach. 

“Tt doesn’t mean they shouldn’t obey the law. 
They should,” says Nichols on Monday. “Tl 
stand by what was said. Any law like that, you 
have to look at carefully. 

“If half the accidents by teens are alcohel- 
related, then we have to look at that issue. It’s 
not that we’re condoning alcohol use, but if you 
make one mistake, don’t make two, in terms of 
drinking and driving,” he says. “Of course, you 
observe the law and obviously we have a zero- 
tolerance policy. At the same time, you have to 
look carefully at the law (to make sure it is 
accomplishing what it is intended to).” 

“From the police department’s view, the des- 
ignated driver concept is for people who are of 
legal drinking age who go out for entertainment 
and decide to have one person be the designated 
driver,” says Pattullo. “It’s nice that the kids 
think they can have a designated driver... but 
the message from the police department has to 
be people under age 21 should not be drinking. 

“We all know it’s a problem,” he says. “We’d 
be living in a bubble if we thought the kids 
weren't drinking. But our position is strong.” 

While Bach and Pattullo say they have an 
important role to play in kids’ lives, they 
acknowledge that parents must enforce the laws 
as well. Pattullo says some parents feel it’s OK 
for kids to drink, as long as they’re doing it in 
their home. ne 

“Parents can’t condone the consumption of 
alcohol by people under 21. That’s something we 
see on a regular basis,” says Pattullo. “They also 
have to lead by example and not get in a car 
after drinking alcohol.” 

“T think it’s all of our responsibilities. It’s (the 
schools’) responsibility, but it’s also the parents’ 
and also the police department’s,” says Bach. “I 
hope parents do see their responsibility, but 
that doesn’t negate ours.” 

Although Andover’s statistics in the youth 
risk survey indicate Andover has done a better- 
than-average job in preventing kids from drink- 
ing and driving, Bach says the community can 
do more to decrease the numbers. 

“Perhaps we've been successful in sending 
the right message,” says Bach. “But the fact that 
they exist at all should not make us compla- 
cent.”

Jonathan Leavitt operated a 
bookbinding business at the 
Andover Theological Seminary and 
worked with the Flagg and Gould 
Press. After their marriage on Dec. 
27, 1825, they lived at 244 South 
Main St., known as Printers or 
Book Row because Timothy Flagg 
and Abraham Gould were their 
neighbors. They were members of 
South Church and had their first 
child in Andover before moving to 
New York City.
